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A Survey of the Teaching of Russian in the US,

In this part of our survey we contacted, first of all, the Foreign Lan- 
guage Supervisor with the Department of Education in each of the fifty 
states, obtaining from all save one a list of secondary schools which, ac- 
cording to their data, had a Russian program. Many of these lists turned 
out to be accurate and up-to-date, others less so. Since a number of schools 
which, according to their principal’s office, had never taught Russian were 
found on some of these lists, it is possible that some schools which are now 
teaching Russian were missing from the lists. For private schools we used, 
in addition, “List of NAIS Schools Offering Russian.” 

We contacted each school individually, addressing our questionnaires 
to the Russian teacher or to the teacher in charge of foreign languages. In 
case of no reply, a follow-up letter was sent to the school principal. The 
total response was a little below that of the colleges and universities, but 
we think not for lack of co-operation on the part of the recipients of our 
questionnaires. We assume that the college departments who failed to 
respond did get our questionnaires but chose to ignore them. In the case 
of some secondary schools it is likely that our questionnaires did not reach 
the right party. 

The figures given below speak for themselves. We believe that the slight 
increase in total enrollment as compared to the 1964 MLA figures is a 
real one, and that it is actually greater, since our coverage may have been 
a little less complete than MLA’s. One possible source of inaccuracy is 
duplication : the same school reporting twice under different designations, 
or a school district and schools belonging to it reporting separately. We 
detected and eliminated several such cases. We certainly believe that the 
totals for schools not reporting greatly exceed any possible over-reporting. 

The explanation for the remarkable fluctuation between 1964 and 
1966/1967 which can be observed in some states seems to be the following: 
in some school districts large-scale experimental programs, covering a con- 
siderable portion of the entire school population, were in progress in 1964 
but had been discontinued by 1966/1967, or vice versa. 

The compiler of this survey thanks those many correspondents who 
gave their response a personal note by adding various items of extra in- 
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formation, materials, and comments. An attempt is being made to react 
to at least some of them.

Karamzin in Recent Soviet Criticism: A Review Article

One of the writers who has benefited from the post-Stalin literary thaw is Nikolaj 
Karamzin (1766-1826), certainly not in the same rank as other beneficiaries such as 
Dostoevskij, nor of any immediate interest to the younger generation of prose writers 
and poets in the Soviet Union, as Ivan Bunin and Isaak Babel' have been, and yet 
still a figure of considerable importance in Russia’s cultural history. Over the past 
decade Karamzin has been accorded a sort of scholarly rehabilitation. 

My purpose here is not to adopt what a colleague has called the clinical-patho- 
logical approach to modern Russian literary history, but the point must be made — even 
if not belabored — that, because of his aesthetic and political views, Karamzin has 
frequently suffered both neglect and misrepresentation during the Soviet period. He 
was one of the few major Russian writers omitted from a list of seme fifty-seven 
whose works were declared the property of the state in a decree of 1918 nationalizing 
the Russian classics.^ He was simply not considered worth claiming. 

After the edition of Karamzin’s complete works projected by the Academy of 
Sciences was curtailed at the first volume by the events of 1917, Karamzin attracted 
very little attention from Soviet publishing houses.^ Some of his poems were published 
as part of the Poet’s Library series in 19363 and again in 1953,^ and some tales 
and the Letters of a Russian Traveler in a collection of eighteenth-century Russian 
prose in 1950,5 but there was no effort to continue publication of his works by the 
Academy of Sciences, and indeed to this day we do not have an edition of Karamzin’s 
complete works. However, the situation has been much improved by the appearance 
in 1964 of a two-volume selection of his prose and poetry edited and annotated by 
P. N. Berkov, and in 1966 of his complete verse as part of the Poet’s Library series 
with an important introduction by Jurij Lotman.® 

Until very recently Karamzin scholarship has also been disappointing, consisting 
of a handful of articles, mostly concerned with his role in the history of the Russian 
literary language. Boris Bjxenbaum did display some interest in Karamzin in the 
1920’s and appears to have encouraged students to take a fresh look at his work, but 
he soon turned to other things. It is a great pity that neither he nor his students 
followed the lead suggested by his brief but stimulating article on Karamzin published 
in 1924, which argued for a thorough re-examination of his work.'J’ 

To be entirely fair, I should say that there was not a great outburst of scholarly 
activity revolving around Karamzin prior to 1917. The most recent biography of the 
writer had been published in 1866 on the occasion of the 100th anniversary of his 
birth, and the most recent book-length study of his literary output was V. V. Sipov- 
skij’s highly detailed monograph on the Letters of a Russian Traveler, which appeared 
in 1899.8 However, fifty years later I think we have reason to wonder why this 
situation still remains unchanged: no book-length study on Karamzin has appeared 
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
